SENATE GETS 
BIG ARMY BILL 


Largest 
Reace-Time 
Appro­ 
priation in History Is 
Bussed by House. 


W ashington, Fob. 15 (AP)—The 
largest Army appropriation bill in 
peacetime history—cailing for $545,- 
226,318—was passed by the House 
Friday without a record vote and 
sent to the Senate. 
The measure was fought to the 
very end of its week-long considera­ 
tion by a small group of m id-western 
opponents of big m ilitary spending 
who mustered only thirty-six stan d ­ 
ing votes to tile 204 th a t passed it. 
It would appropriate $376,866,333 
outright for national defense p ur­ 
poses and $168,359,985 for rivers and 
harbors and flood control work. T hat 
did not include, however, contract 
authorizations and reappropriations 
bringing the purely m ilitary funds 
available for tile 1936-37 year to 
$390,667,044.
